‘KOREA AS IT 18. 


Marquis Ito, as. Residont-General in Korea, 
took the opportunity on the occasion of a moet. 
ing which was hold to mark the conclusion of 
the raconstitution of the Formosa Assooistion 
and the Oriental Association as coe o)neern. to 
make known somothing of what he hag in mind 
todo in pursuance of the duties of his office. 
Aa bat little has of late been heard in Korea, 
the present momont may élzo be opportuue for 
for giving o brief outline of Marquis Ito's view 
and intentions, combined with notes of such 
evident progross as may fairly be asoribed tothe 
efforts of tho Resident-Geueral during his short 
stay. at Seoul. 


First of all, in respect of the condition of 
Korwa, althongh it is said that in point of ‘posi- 
tion and’ responsibility’ of officials the Japano- 
Korean Agreament Ivaves something t le 
degirad on the scora of completeness, Korea's 
own efforts=as history from long past iad 
shown—to meintaia the parition of an indeperd- 
ent country were ever fraught with difficulty, 
and owing, therefore, te the ciroumstances of 
the case thy anxiety at tendant upon tho carrying 
out of refurms will readily be comprehended, 
Moreover, there have been constant misappra- 
hensions on the part of the Koreans themeelves 
ax to Japan's intentions and as to the policy 
that wax beiug pursued, “Having, however, the 
Dest interests of Korea and Japan to consider, 
avd in all friendship desigaing to lend Koren a 
helping’! “ud, and as fur us possible by means of 
Kores’s «sn strength to bring about progress 


aud reform,” -as. a prominent Osaka journal 
pata if, "the Ri sident-General bas bean able to 
accomplish not a littiv, 

Marqnis [b> has buen but o little over ono 
year in the position which he bolde, and it ia 
contend-d that it is far too soon to pars judgment 
on his achievements, surrounded as ke his been 
by diffienlties on evary site. His position and. 
responsibilities in, Korea have not inaptly heen 
compared with those of the Earl of Cromor in 
Bgypt. Lord Crommr bud to take into account 
the attitude of the Freach, and likewise that of 


the nutives, who were opposed to a Britinh pro- |. 


teclorate. Truly the obstacles to be surmounted 
wore numerous ip both eases, and Marquis Ito 
hoe in reality saceéeded beyond the expectation 
of hie countrymen in dealing with the situation. 
It must b> remembered that Lord Cromer's 
experiones of Egypt-goas back to more than 
twenty years, and Marquis Ito is .entitled to a 
very considerable extension of time from those 
critics of bis administration who are dieposed 
to complain of inadequate results. Purticn arly 
may he be credited with a certain aragunt of, 
success in the direction of acriculture, derpite 
the attempta made to minimize the. results of 
his policy, and he has brought abont a com. 
plete revolution in regard to the methods of 
aiministration. : 

The oceupant of the Korean Throue is 
himaelf pleased, according to o report, with the 


\| changes that bave heen effected, and his Majesty 


hoa indesd every reason to be satistied with the 
improvements already made in the government 
of bis dewinions. Modern appliances have 
found fas ir with tho Korean farmer, and the 
land ‘is of a character to yield ubundanutly in 
return for the attention that is now being given 
to its cultivation. The riverine lands benefit by 
the annual overflow, whick'takes place in July 
and August, too degree that the soil alljicont 
to the streams is so enriched by the detritus that 
there ig uo need for manuring them; and though 
in some ways the floods embarrass the peasantry 
thé blessings they confer are far in excena of 
the inconveniences that they outail. Korran 
barley sown in October is reaped in June, 
and the game may be said of most other 


| cereals; and these crop aro raised without any | 


difficulty. Fruit and mulberry trees are in theae 
riverine lands likewise sources of considerable 
profit to the farmers, and, to give an illastration, 
at a farm not far from the open port of 
Mokpho, in the valley of the Yong-san, ' 
the yield of barley was last season 54 bushels to 
tho acro, and the farmer having a contract with 
the Sapporo Brewery of Hokkaido, Japan, dis- 
posed of his crop wholesale at a price equal to 
£14 per acre, Now that Amorioun forming 
mothods are baing adopted in Koreg the yiold 
will ba proportionately greater, aad the fact 
that no manure ia requisite for these lands 
makes a vast difference in the settlers’ favour, 
Largo tracta of such land may be bought slong 


the valleys of tho Yong-san aud the Nuk-dong,’ 


in South Korea, at from eixteon to twonty-four 
shillings per acre! As regards the littoral 
lands, oll that'is necessary is to engage in-some 
comparatively inexpensive reclanation works 
in order te render large tracts eninently 
suitable for rice-groming, and the settlers who 
have gone over to Korea from Japan are often 
capecially ekilled in this class of undertaking, 
the shores of ‘tho Inland Sea presenting many 
evidences of their capabilities in this direction. 
In tbe southern half of the peninenla, between 
Seoul ‘and the extreme south of Cholla Pro- 


vince, rice can ba grown to great advantago 
almost overywhere, and Japanese settlers are 
very numerous, so that land has gone op in 
valuc. In the vicinity of Phyong-chaik, near 
the Empress Galf, close to a railway, the prices 
averages £3 to £10 per acre. The main ques- 
tion is that of irrigation, and on this poiut the 
Jopanese farmer oan now teach the Koroan. 
something. The completion of the railway 
frow Seoul to. Wi-jn and the building of the 
bridge across the Yalu at the latter place 
sill have the effect of opening up comuni- 
cation throughont Korea,- and the latteral 
branches to Giensan (Port -Lnzareff) in the 
north-east, M»sampho and Mckpho in the 
sonth, and so on will help to develop the coastal 
regions. 

One of the things which have to be taken 


into account by thw settler is the matter of, 
labour, Where he becomes the posseasor of | 


land that is to some extent already cultivated 
he peeks to make use of the availeble Korean 
labouring population father than -inour the 
cost of bringisg over agricnitural labourers 
from Japan, bat in any case'a few’ skilled 
men must bo sent for in order that the 
Koreaus way learn how farming is. con- 
ducted ander modern ‘conditions in Japan 
On the other haud, with eatirely uncultivated 
tracts of country the labour must all be 
imported, for the. popalation in such regions 
js gure to be sparse and labcvur only 
obtainable to o very small degres. As to 
baying land, one bas to go warily or the 
foelings of tho vendor may be hart beyond hope 
of repair, The Korean is apt to be reluctant to

The armoured orniser Lndomitable was 
launched from the Fairfield yard at Govan b: 
Lady Breadalbane, who bed boon commanded 
by the Kiog to perform the coromeny.

present Included the Chinesy Minister, Prince
